NEW. YORK,. March. 4-#— 
Josef Stalin apparently is dying 
of a cerebral hemorrhage, two 
American physicians said today. 
The specialists said after 
studying the medical bulletin of 
Stalin’s eight attending physi- 
cians that even as many as 80 
doctors could not save the Soviet 
dictator. 

The Russians spoke of “a 
series of therapeutic measures,” 
but there is little that can be 
done by medicine, the Ameri- 
cans said. 

They diagnosed Stalin’s ail- 
ment as cerebral “accident” of 
obviously serious proportions. 
Persons who suffer mild cases 
usually recover, after many 
months, but Stalin’s case ob 
viously is not mild, they said. 

The Soviet medical bulletin, 
under expert study, showed 
Stalin’s accident undoubtedly 
would be fatal. A blood vessel 
feeding his brain burst under 
the pressure of the blood flowing 
through it. The American doctors 
thought the vessel probably was 
one of the immediate branches 
of the middle cerebral artery. 

The bulletin indicated it was a 
very large break, which flooded 
brain tissues with blood and 
probably sent blood into the 
brain cavities. 

Victims of such a large-scale 
‘accident usually are dead within 
two days, but may linger on for 
two weeks.

As Stalin Wanes 


As Stalin’s star, and life, drop to- 
ward that inevitable horizon beyond 
which they will disappear, the star of 
Georgi Maximilianovitch Malenkov 
rises higher. 

If he and Lavrenti P. Beria, head 
of the fearful secret police and all the 
apparatus of domestic intelligence, stay 
together, they can take over when 
Stalin dies and weather any storm. 

- Malenkov is head of the party. For 
years he has been Stalin’s favorite. The 
fact he was pushed so rapidly, speaks 
with so sharp a tongue and is so ruth- 
less with his enemies has earned him 
opposition. He is not popular. He has 
not sought to be. 

In a sense, Beria is the key. If he 
chooses to go with an ambitious gen- 
eral, he can swing victory in that di- 
rection. But Beria and Malenkov have 
been close. They were elected to the 
Politburo at the same time. Both are 
proteges of Stalin. 

So, while no one knows, Malenkov’s 
name and star are highest in the specu- 
lative skies over the Kremlin where the 
last of the-three great: figures of the 
Soviet Revolution—Lenin, Trotsky and 
Stalin—lies in a coma from which he 


may not emerge at all and from which ~~ 


he cannot come again to full power. 

The struggle for power in Russia 
has already begun. It may be resolved 
quickly and so effectively may it be 
handled, we will not learn of it. If 
God be bored with the Russians as 
Hugo said He at last became bored with 
Napoleon and his retinue, it could 
break into the open. 

Malenkov is 51 years old. His fam- 
ily background, for some reason, has 
been kept obscured. In one of. his 
caustic speeches, he denounced the 
Central Committee and the heads of 
bureaus who justified their incompe- 
tence by proving they were sons of 
peasants or of workers. “They were 
better Bolsheviks out of the party than 
in it,” he said.

to run contrary to the Marxism of 
books. He came into prominence when 
“theory was being overcome by real- 
ity.” Therefore he has had little pa- 
tience with the older men, such as 
Molotov, who go through contortions 
trying to reconcile what is with what 
Lenin said it should be. Molotov owes 
him a personal grudge. 

And now Malenkov has begun an 
anti-Israel, anti-Semitic campaign. 
When Molotov was foreign minister he 


carried on a pro-Israel policy. When 


Zhdanov died, all his proteges disap- 
peared, among them the famed econ- 
omist, Voznessnensky. 

It has been said that Malenkov’s 
only friends on the Politburo are Stalin 
and Beria. 

If that still is true, Malenkov will 
replace Stalin. 

And peace in Korea might come of 
it—or we might have an aggressive 
widening of war in Indochina, Malaya 
and Iran. 

The iron dice of fate are rolling. 
We can but wait and see.

FDR Became President 
Just 20 Years Ago 


Twenty years ago, March 4, 1933, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was inaugurated 
President of the United States. It was 
a stirring day, one. of hope and promise 
to a gloom-ridden nation. It was a day 
destined to have a profound effect on 
America and.the world. ’ 

The outlook facing F. D. R. was 
grim. Banks were closing by the 
scores, most of the others were in- 
solvent, and the country’s 13,000,000 
unemployed were being joined by addi- 
tional thousands daily. It was the day 
of the soup kitchens and of suicides. 

Roosevelt took office with a pledge 
to do something. If steps taken proved 
wrong, others would be tried. 

Something was done. The banks 
were saved. The entire nation was put 
to work in efforts to find a cure for its 
disease. Sweeping reforms designed to 

.insure the security of the people were 
adopted. The nation’s resources were 
mobilized to provide new economic op- 
portunities for all the people. Regu- 
latory laws to help the free enterprise 
system perform the services that its 
freedom made mandatory were adopt- 
ed. Attention was focused on health 
and old age, on the crippled and the 
blind. 

-. Domestic progress was. interrupted 
by a battle for freedom involving all 
mankind, a battle that continues. As 
leader of the free world, Roosevelt won 
‘the first round. Death removed him as 
the bell sounded to begin the second. 

On March 4, 1933, a young major 


was serving an assignment in the of- 
fice of the Army chief of staff, Doug- 
las MacArthur. He was 42-year-old 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. In less than 
10 years later, Roosevelt’s recognition 
of his abilities had led this young 
major to leadership of Allied forces 
fighting aggression, And now, 20 years 
later, Dwight D. Eisenhower is Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

On inauguration day, 20 years ago, 
Richard M. Nixon was a 20-year-old 
student at Whittier College, California. 
One hesitates to appraise the role 
F. D. R. may have played in his youth- 
ful career and in his climb to the top. 


We think these facts worth recalling 
today: The professional Roosevelt hat- 
ers are working as hard now to undo 
his accomplishments as they tried to 
prevent them during his lifetime. But 
history will recognize the greatness of 
Roosevelt long after their petty efforts 
are forgotten. 

Then, as now, the rallying cry, “We 
have nothing to fear except fear itself,” 
still stands despite those who would 
destroy our freedom by having us fear 
and distrust each other.

Sen. Taft Will Have 
His Pound of Flesh 


In his first open split with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower since the inauguration, 
Senator Taft has demonstrated that he 
intends to have his pound of flesh re- 
gardless of the consequences—the con- 
sequences in this case being to sacrifice 
a workable bipartisan foreign policy. 


‘The Ohioan also has served notice that 


he intends to use his own power in 
Congress, regardless of administration 


‘wishes. 


The Ohioan refuses to take the view 
held by all sensible people that Roose- 
velt and Truman did not “sell out” any- 
body at Yalta and Potsdam. In that 
connection, our hats are off to Charles 
E. (Chip) Bohlen, President Eisen- 
hower’s nominee as ambassador to Rus- 
sia, who has made it plain that he 
would not and could not join in con- 
tinued GOP efforts to make political 
capital out of the Yalta agreements. 


As President Roosevelt’s interpreter 
at the Yalta meetings, Bohlen knows 
what happened there. He told GOP 
investigators—and let all critics, includ- 
ing Taft, listen to this—that he thought 
no American President could have beeh 
unresponsive to a proposal that would 
bring Russia into the war in the Far 
East and that might, as estimates ran 
then by General MacArthur and oth- 
ers, save from 200,000 to 300,000 Amer- 
ican lives. Could any American have 
failed to bargain for those lives? Are 
we to condemn Roosevelt for so doing? 

The Yalta agreements were military 
agreements made to save American 
lives. If any mistakes were made, it 
was in underestimating the extent of 
the treachery of our then valued ally, 
Russia. That mistake was bipartisan 
and let Senator Taft remember that. 
To continue to harp upon it now can 
only play further into Russian hands.

Bradley Talked 
At Wrong Time 


WASHINGTON—General Omar Bradley 
seems to have made the wrong speech at 
the wrong time and in the wrong place. 
As chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 

it will be presumed that 

he has just spoken 

for the top military 

staff of the government. 

But that isn’t true. As 

the top-ranking mili- 

tary chief, it will be 

presumed that he 

wouldn’t make a speech 

outlining what can or 

cannot be done in Ko- 

rea without first get- 

Bes ting approval for his 
address from the civilian side of the ad- 
ministration. But this isn’t true, either. 


The general, in his opening sentence of 
a long, prepared speech issued formally by 
the Department of Defense here, states 
frankly that what he has to say ‘‘on Korea 
is only my personal viewpoint and from a 
strictly military viewpoint.’’ Then he pro- 
ceeds to outline to a “‘round table’’ at the 
exclusive Everglades Club at Palm Beach, 
Fla., the four courses of action that can 
be taken by the United States. 


Any idea that the Bradley speech was 
deliberately ‘‘planted’’ by the administra- 
tion can be dispelled because one of the 
cardinal points in the new psychological 
warfare approach is not to tell Soviet Rus- 
sia exactly what America intends to do. 


What seems strange, too, is that a man 
who speaks ‘‘from a strictly military view- 
pojnt,”” as General Bradley claims he is 
doing, doesn’t say what American military 
Also, he 
discusses various points in world policy and 
diplomatic commitments in Europe which 
are certainly not in his province. In de- 
scribing, for instance, what he calls the 
‘fourth course of action,’’ he says: 


“Tt involves taking any one, or any com- 
bination, of military steps open to us in 
order to get a decision in Korea even while 
we realize that it might eventually involve 
us in an all-out war with Communist China. 
We must realize that broadening the war in 
this way might pin down the bulk of our 
military power on the continent of Asia, 
and could eventually develop into World 
War II.” 

General Bradley is a great soldier and 
a fine likeable personality, but he has a 
Maginot-Line type of mind. He can see 
World War III only in terms of a march 
across Europe—which, of course, will be 
precipitated some day if the Allies allow 
themselves first to be driven out of Asia. 
Also, when he says that ‘‘broadened war’’ 
in the Far East ‘‘might pin down the bulk 
of our military power on the continent of 
Asia,’” he seems to overlook the fact that 
a considerable portion of the Soviet mili- 
tary power would be pinned down there, 
too, and that Russia’s air power would be 
divided. For the Allies would seek to 
smash from the air the single thin railroad 
line across Siberia. After this vital supply 
line to China was destroyed, the war in the 
Far East would be over. Instead of de- 
featism and frustration, other military view- 
points are being expressed Here by top 
military men-—and they don’t agree with 
General Bradley, either, Wren SL

There also are evidences here and there, 
especially in Congress, of a tendency to- 
ward more independent action by this gov- 
ernment. It almost approaches a nostalgia 
toward old-fashioned nationalism. Such 
could have harmful results unless curbed. 


What is needed, rather than the latter, 
is closer union with our allies of Western 
Europe and the free world and on a basis 
that will permit a more free and flexible 
operation of the economic system within 
the free world community. This means 
trade to sustain that community and give 
it health and vitality over-all. 


There has been great emphasis here on 
Western Europe doing more for herself, and 
this is what Britain signifies, speaking on 
her behalf, when she says her aim is 
‘“‘trade not aid.’’ But that means, on our 
part, cooperation by a more reasonable 
tariff policy, assistance in convertibility of 
currencies, and reform of our archaic cus- 
toms procedures. All that is required for 
easier access to our markets so that Britain 
and Western Europe can sell here. For 
only by selling can they get the financial 
wherewithal to support themselves and be- 
come more self-reliant. 

There are certain seeds of encourage- 
ment, and they are symbolized in some 
vague similarities in the background here 
today to those actions after the period of 
the First World War. They should serve as 
warnings of the evils that flowed from that 
era of rampant American nationalism and 
isolation. 

There is, for instance, a cynicism about 
the United Nations, the successor to the 
League of Nations, which we then refused 
to join. That is not so alarming, however, 
as the outright attacks on the UN in our 
country—a bitter, hysterical emotionalism 
in which even the familiar phrases of the 
League of Nations battle crop up again.

Millican Defends Senate 
Action on Safety Code 


Atlanta—I have noticed with great in- 
terest statements appearing in your paper 
regarding the action of the Senate in not 
passing the uniform safety code, and just 
in order to keep the records straight I 
would like to give some facts pertaining to 
this. 

The House leader stated that this had 
been worked on by a committee in the 
House: for several months before General 
Assembly convened. The bill was intro 
duced in the House on Jan. 19 and con- 
sisted of 82 pages. It was read the second 
time in the House on Feb. 11, and passed 
the House on Feb. 16, and when it passed it 
had: been reduced from 82 pages to 38 large- 
sized pages, which shows that although the 
committee had worked on it for a number 
of months the House committee and House 
membership spent days on it and made a 
large number of changes. 

The biJl came to the Senate on Feb. 19, 
was referred to a committee on Feb. 20, 
which was Friday. It was read the second 
time in the Senate on Feb. 24, which was 


-the day before the General Assembly ad- 


journed. Not a single member of the Sen- 
ate had a copy of the bill until the day 
before the Senate adjourned. 

I spent several hours reading the bill, 
and there are still some changes which, in 


my opinion, should be made in order to 
make a satisfactory safety code, and I 
think it is grossly unfair when the bill 
stayed in the House committee for several 
months before General Assembly convened, 
and then stayed in the House for 30 days 
after General Assembly was in session, and 
came over to the Senate with only five days 
(including a week end), for criticism to be 
leveled at the Senate for failure to act on 
the bill.

No ‘Writer’s Cramp’ 
For Talmadge Now 


The effectiveness and value of one of 
the constitutional amendments which Geor- 
gians ratified last November is currently 
being proven in the governor’s office. 


Previously, at the end of a legislative 
session, the governor’s desk was piled high 
with Jast-minute bills which were adopted 
in the closing hours of the session. 


The law required that these measures 
be signed within five days, or they would 
become ineffective through a technicality 
known as the ‘‘pocket veto.” 


The constitutional amendment now pro- 
vides that the governor will have 30 days 
in which to consider and sign (or reject) 
bills passed by the legislature. If the 
old five-day limit were still in effect, today 
would be the last in which Talmadge 
could sign the bills. 


As it is, he now has until March 27. 

This permits more careful and thorough 
study of new legislation and should provide 
an important safeguard against ‘“‘joker’’ 
bills and unsound laws. It is a step toward 
better government. 

Georgians can now graphically see the 
wisdom of their vote last November.

Wife Deplores Husband’s 


Sadistic Temperament 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I think my question is, to whom 
does a woman owe her first allegiance—to God or to her hus- 
band? The incontestable answer would seem to be God, but in 
everyday living this sems to result in a rather ungodly home 


atmosphere. 

Brad, my husband, is basi- 
cally sadistic but dependent and 
it took me years to realize this. 
Meanwhile, I developed an ab- 
ject sense of inferiority and in- 
adequacy. 

Brad has improved immeas- 
urably on the surface, but basi- 
cally he is a bully and his in- 
stinctive tendency is to be 
cruel. Nothing seems to change 


. that. Even his best and kindest 


praise has an underlying vicious 
twist. My creative energies are 
severely damaged by: his dis- 
paragement, and I know that 
whatever I do will be amiably 
picked to pieces by him. 

Now one fact stares me in the 
face. If I were to become criti- 
cal of others, contemptuous of 
their efforts, ingrown and mali- 
cious, my husband and I would 
be unified. Parents should be in 
accord, psychologists say, and 
the Bible avows the same prin- 
ciple, saying the wife should 
submit to her husband. How- 
ever, our life is a constant 
clash, because in following the 
rule to “‘resist evil,’”’ I am con- 
stantly resisting Brad. Where 
will this destructive conflict 
lead?—B. T. 


DEAR B. T.: It occurs to me 
that the mutual antagonism has 
to do with mutual frustration 
and consequent irritation—with 
each of you wanting to be a 
clinging vine in. relation to a 
parent-figure, wise and strong. 

Brad compulsively dilutes his 

affectional impulses. by habitual 
use of needling irony when ad- 
dressing loved ones, it appears. 
This is a self-protective device, 
ingrained in early life—designed 
to prevent real closeness from 
developing, lest one’s faith be 
betrayed. 
_If your husband is ingrown, 
malicious, contemptous of 
others, critical of their efforts, 
it means that he (like you) suf- 
fers from deep-seated inferior- 
ity feelings. 

Looking facts in the face, see 
Brad as a disagreeable fellow, 
yes—but not as an oracle, at 
whose pronouncements you 
should tremble. The best. way 


out of the conflict is to rise 
above it psychologically and 
thus outgrow your sense of cap- 
tivity to his heckling views.— 
M. H.

The contest was conducted by Shankar’s Weekly, pub- 
lished in New Delhi, India, but it was announcec in the Saturday 
Review of Literature and that’s how folks in Decatur, Ga., hap- 
pened to hear about it. 


The contest has just ended and the winners have just been 
announced and Mary Linda Fleming was notified last week that 
her poem won first prize for her age group! 

“Thirty-five countries were represented and I believe only 
four winners were in the United States,’’ reported Mary Linda’s 
mother, Mrs. William A. Fleming of 145 Jefferson Pl. “It was 
fine to see ‘Decatur, Ga., U. S. A.’ mentioned from a place so far 
away.”’ 

Mary Linda still doesn’t know what the prize is and all her 
friends in Decatur are watching the mails with great excitement 
to see what the Indian magazine will be sending her. 


And although the buds on the sweetgum tree are unfurling 
stickily and the children come in from school with branches of 
forsythia and Flowering Judas, it doesn’t seem a bit unfitting to 
use Mary Linda’s poem now. 


The wish she expressed is uppermost-in her elders’ hearts 
and minds year in and year out. 
She copied her poem over on a piece of lined school paper 
and sent it to me and I’m happy to share it here: 
A CHRISTMAS WISH

Born poor and educated on 
cut-rate books, she was the 
daughter of an ex-musical star 
and a_ good-looking itinerant 
violinist. 

LONG ON LOOKS 

Wherever, the Boothe family 
went, they were short on money 
and long on looks. The family 
traveled with a symphony or- 
chestra for which Mr. Boothe 
played first violin, and there 
was never time for enrolling 
Clare or her older brother in 
school. 

Mrs. Luce was interviewed 
sitting in the study of the plush 
Manhattan duplex she shares 
with her husband, two dogs, 
three secretaries, several type- 
writers and a language ma- 
chine that is re-teaching her 
Italian. 

‘T have no _ family, you 
know,’’ she said softly. ‘So 
there will be no difficulties that 
way in accepting this assign- 
ment as ambassador. I had a 
wonderful mother, a_ brother 
and a very sweet daughter, but 
they were all killed in acci- 
dents. Very suddenly. Two 
years apart, each one.”’ 

And as for her husband 
(Henry Luce, editor in chief of 
Time, Life and Fortune maga- 
zines)—‘“‘I expect,’’ she said, 
“that he will spend a great 
deal of time now in Rome. 
With air travel, it’s such an 
easy trip.’’ 

Mrs. Luce will be 50 .next 
month. When she goes to Rome 
in the spring, the Italians will 
meet a veteran of a half-dozen 
careers and countless crusades.

MANY-FACETED CAREER 


Her skill in the world of 
words stems from an earlier 
period in her many-faceted 
career, when she wrote three 
Broadway hit plays: ‘The 
Women,”’ “Kiss the Boys Good- 
bye,’’ and ‘‘Margin for Error.”’ 

She explains herself this 
way: 

‘“‘There is nothing in the 
world I’d rather be than a 
good writer. But I can’t in- 
dulge that ambition. Our gen- 
eration is in a period of ter- 
rible crisis through the world. 

“That crisis is playing itself 
out in the field of politics. Any- 
one must want to use what- 
ever talents he has to win out 
over the crisis for his side— 
and his side isn’t the Republi- 
can Party or America alone, 
but the principle of freedom 
for the whole world. 

‘So, though I’ve dreamed 
all my life of being a writer, I 
would still do my duty to the 
world, even if tomorrow morn- 
ing I thought I could write 
the masterpiece of the age and 
win the Nobel Prize!’’

Heart Attacks Tell 


Time To Slow Down’ 


Heart attacks can occur at 


| any time in the usual routine 


of living. They take place in 
day time activity or at night 
when at rest or asleep. This is 
in contrast to the widespread 
belief that the attacks usually 
follow severe physical exertion 
or an emotional upheaval. 

These facts have been sub- 
stantiated many times and 
were demonstrated in a recent 
survey in which only 6.9 per 
cent of the victims were doing 
something unusual when the 
heart gave way. 

Coronary thrombosis is now 
the most common type of heart 
ailment. No wonder the heart 
association is concerned. It is 
brought on by hardening of the 
coronary arteries, the vessels 
that carry the blood supply to 
the walls of the auricles and 
ventricles. Many persons are 
alarmed over the increase in 
the number of heart attacks. 

Some blame the medical pro- 
fession; others accuse our tem- 
po of living. The truth is that 
the decrease in the death toll 
from infectious diseases has al- 
lowed a greater percentage of 
men and women to reach the 
age where heart attacks are 
prone to occur. In this respect, 
the high frequency of heart at- 
tacks reflects progress. 

In addition, we have made 
advances in early detection and 
treatment of coronary throm- 
bosis so that the situation is not 
as bad as it may appear on the 
surface. More victims are sur- 
viving these attacks and instead 
of viewing the episodes with 
alarm, physicians are begin- 
ning to regard them as a warn- 
ing signal to slow down. 

Statistics in a recent report 
by Dr. F. Janney Smith and 
co-workers of Detroit are typi- 
cal of our knowledge on this 
subject. Their patients live in 
a busy industrial city and many 
are under the stress of produc- 
tion line working conditions. 

Of the 920 in this group, 749 
were men and the remainder, 
women. This is a ratio of 4.4 
males to 1 female, giving evi- 
dence of the vulnerability of 
the male sex to coronary throm- 
bosis. 

Women also get a break be- 
cause they were from three to 
six years older at the time 
the av- 
erage age for men was 59.6 and 
for women, 63.4 years. For 
males, 34 had a coronary be- 
fore the age of 40, 2 were less 
than 30, and one was 24 years 
old. Only two women victims 
were under 40. 

Occlusion of the coronary 
artery can happen at any time 
of the year but peaks are noted 
in November and March. This 
is particularly true in the north 
where severe winters place an 
additional burden on the old 
ticker. 

In the past coronary throm- 
bosis was considered a disease 
principally of executives and 
professional men. In the De- 


troit sefies, only 28.8 per cent 
were in this group; 34.2 per 
cent were laborers of whom 18 
per cent were unskilled, 16.2 
per cent skilled, and 1.2 per 
cent farmers. This is not an 
actual index, however, because 
most patients are from 
city.
